This action is responsive to the amendment filed 04-02-2007, which as been entered. 
Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Terminal Disclaimer

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of an auto tensioner as set forth in 
claim 1 , and most significantly requires an oil reservoir chamber forming a gas chamber 
in an upper portion sectioned in a sealed manner in an outer periphery of the cylinder 
and the plunger and the first oil passage is provided with a locking means operating in 
response to an external input signal and acting to close the first check valve. None of 
the prior art allows for a locking means that operates with response to a signal.
